The  teachers  employed  in  the  several  districts  have  labored  faith- 
fully for  the  interest  of  the  schools  which  were  under  their  charge. 
No  person  has  entered  any  serious  complaint  concerning  the  school 
affairs. 

We  have  been  obliged  to  buy  a  great  many  books  to  replace  those 
which  have  become  unfit  for  use.  The  several  districts  are  in  need  of 
more  new  books. 

Therefore  I  suggest  that  the  town  at  the  coming  town  meeting  vote 
to  raise  seventy-five  dollars  to  spend  for  the  needed  supply. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  school-house  on  the  Bridgton  Road  is  un- 
fit for  further  use.  I  would  recommend  that  the  citizens  of  the  town 
investigate  the  matter  and  be  prepared  to  take  some  action  upon  it  at 
the  March  meeting.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


In  reviewing  our  schools  for  the  past  year,  I  am  pleased  to  say 
that,  taken  as  a  whole,  they  have  done  good  work.  Most  of  the 
teachers  employed  have  had  past  experience,  and  have  given  general 
sat;sfaction. 


Of  the  seventeen  different  teachers,  employed  for  the  year,  but 
five  were  residents  of  this  town.  I  believe  we  should  be  able  to  fur- 
nish, at  least,  as  many  teachers  as  we  require  for  our  own  schools. 


I  sh  ill  make  a  proposition,  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  to  raise 
money  for  the  support  of  Free  High  Schools  in  town,  and  hope  the 
voters  will  be  prepared  to  act  intelligently  upon  the  question. 


The  schoolhouses  in  town,  with  two  exceptions,  are  in  fairly  good 
condition  and  with  slight  repairs  will  answer  for  many  years. 


The  buildings  in  Districts  No.  2  and  5  are  in  very  bad  condition, 
and  should  be  replaced  by  new  buildings  at  the  town's  earliest  possi- 
ble convenience.
